medical service of their orgenizations. Priority..will. be given to 
officers of SRP REPS Vee scheduled to PEE REETR ORS in eerly operations. 


ag INSTRUCTION. 


&. Refresher course: in fixed hospitals (available 1 Aug- 
ust 1945). officers designated for instruction in fixed hospitals. 
will be assigned to routine Guties in their respective specialties 
for practical experience. In addition.oificers assigned in the 
various hospitals will meet for regularly scheduled didactiv lectures 
end group discussions, officers who desire individual instruction 
will be given consideration insofar as limited opportunities permit.

e FACILITIES. 
a Certain hospitals, yeas well as special schools and - 
laboratories, will be designated from time:to time by the Surgeon, 


United States Army Forces, Western Pacific, at which the designated 
courses of instruction a be: conducted. consideration will be given. 
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to the availability of instructors, clinical material and facilities 
for billeting student officers. 


be Commanding officers of hospitals, schools and labor- 
atories should insure that all instructional facilities are made 
available. Where the number of officers seeking instruction in any 
one specialty warrants, the regular hospital moutine will be supple- 
mented by didactic lectures, clinicsl conferences and regular inform- 
al Giscussions. Student officers may be assigned to regular ward 
duties in their specialty. Free use should be made of all availa- 
ble teaching talent, library facilities and training aids. 


5- ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURE. 


ae Application for special training as outlined in para~ 
greph 3a should be made through channels to the Surgeon, AFWESPAC. 
When the number of applicants exceeds the facilities available far 
training a priority will be established according to the exigency 
of the tactical situations The application of those officers whose 
training must be deferred will be placed on file and the command 
Will be notified when a vacancy in the training schedule oceurs. 


be Officers designated to take any course will be placed 
on detached service by appropriate commanders for a minimum period 
ofsix (6) wecks. 


Ce Where replacoments are necessery, officers may be or- 
dered from the hospitals to the fiield. units on a detached service 
Status. 


6. CONTINUOUS TRAINING FOR ALL MEDICAL OFFICERS. 


In addition to the specifi.c courses listed in paragraph 
3a above, it is desired that continuous instruction be made avail- 
able to all Medical Corps cfficers as follows; 


@s Pie-monthly medical meetings held in rotation at hosp- 
iteals within cach bese. The program for these meetings should be 
designed to keep officers abreast ofmedical developments within 
their respective fields. 


be The publication and widest possible distribution of 
progrems for the bi-monthly meetings, and also for the special 
courses listea in paragraph 3a should be insured. 


Ce Every effort will be made to improve the quality ef all 
instruction by utilization of planned discussions and demonstrations. 
Collaboration with medical units of the United States Navy and Al- 
lied Forces will be encoureged. 
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
